These, and many other things, we must credit 
to him, among which are the supplying us with tools, repairs, 
etc., which we sometimes need and which we cannot get from 
a mail-order house because of lack of time; for repairs to ma- 
chinery are usually wanted in a hurry, and if our merchant is 
only a few miles away, and has them, he is at this time almost 
indispensable. 

* * * 

“I happened in one of our home stores just as a town lady 
was buying some cabbage. The merchant course, 
praising his wares, and wound up his set form of speech by 
saying that thos¢ cabbage he had shipped in from Wisconsin. 
Knowing that there were plenty of cabbage for sale by far- 
mers, I put in my oar to the extent of asking why he did not 
buy his produce from those who bought goods of him. “Well, 
you see,” he explained, “we can get Wisconsin cabbage laid 
lown here in our store for the same as we have to pay for 
home stock, and these,” here giving the crate the vegetables 
were shipped in a kick with his foot, “are solider than we 
can buy here.” How hollow their cry, “Buy of your home 
merchant, the man who takes your products!” sounded to us 
after hearing this bit of talk from the dealer himself.

“The conditions of trade now existing do away with all 
the old theories of patronizing your home mesxchant, thus 
keeping your money at home. Money is everywhere now. 
The dollar that is in circulation here is worth the same as is 
the dollar circulating in New York, and the circulation is so 
rapid, the country and its interests so united, that, as far as 
keeping the money at home is concerned, it is as much at 
home in Chicago as it is in Kansas, and for every dollar you 
send away a like amount will come in from some other direc- 


tion or source.

“Combinations of home dealers have also done much to 
build up a mail-order trade. There was a time when every 
dealer did business according to the dictates of his own con- 
science, but that time, like Hans Breitman’s party, “has gone 
away mit de lager beer.” Now, the grocers’ association, the 
lumber dealers’ association, the hardware dealers’ association, 
the grain dealers’ association, and every other kind of an asso- 
ciation, establish the price, and the farmer has to pay it, if he 
trades with any of the members; and usually he has to if he 
trades with any of his home dealers, for the various associa- 
tions have perfect organizations in nearly every state and 
county in the Union. Thus we see the old saying, “competi- 
tion is the life of business,” would have become a dead letter 
were it not for the mail-order houses. They furnish to-day 
practically all the competition a home merchant has, even 
though there are five other merchants carrying the same line 
of goods in his town. As long as home dealers claim and 
exercise the right to buy where they can buy the cheapest, we 
as farmers have the same right. We can look over the cata- 
logues issued by the mammoth mail-order houses, and if we 
find what we want—and a man would be exceedingly hard to 
please if he couldn’t—we are at liberty to send for it. 

“The farmer’s money will always build up a greater Kan- 
sas; the merchant’s money will cither build up an attraction 
to draw our boys and girls to the cities, or it will draw eight 
per cent interest. In either case it will not help to build up a 
greater rural Kansas.” 


The animus of Mr. Hatch is clearly shown by the 
first paragraph shown in which he grudgingly admits 
that the country merchant “had to carry all from one 
season to the next,” but “we paid him for it.” 

We would like to ask the gentleman from Gridley 
the question, What condition would the neighborhood 
around Gridley be in to-day if there had been no mer- 
chants “to carry all from one season to the next’’? 
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We would also state that the merchants’ patient 
setting to develop this section of the country seems 
to have turned out a bad “hatch.” 

Of course, on the face of it $125 profit is pretty 
heavy on a 25c book, but before we are sweepingly 
condemnatory a little more detail and even samples 
might be in order. 

We have all, you know, heard of itarmers who 
brought “a better steel range from the catalogue house 
for $25 than the dealer was selling for $45.” But 
when it came to an inspection, then it was a different 
story. 

Hardware dealers will murmur, “How kind of you, 
Mr. Hatch,” when they read his condescending state- 
ment, “We must credit him (the merchant) with sup- 
plying us with tools, repairs, etc., which we sometimes 
need and which we cannot get from a mail order house 
because of lack of time.”” We never ran 2 retail hard- 
ware store in a Kansas town, but if we were to do so, 
we fear that we would suggest to the condescending 
Hatches when they came around that Sears, Ward 
& Co., Chicago, handled a nice line of repairs. 

What’s the matter with Kansas? Carrie Nation, 
Mrs. Lease, William Allen White, have all given rea- 
sons—but it took Hatch to hit’ the nail on the head. 

It’s the “Wisconsin cabbage.” Mr. Hatch by but- 
ting in found out that a dealer was selling “cabbages”’ 
imported from Wisconsin instead of the home mar- 
ket. 

No wonder farmers have no home market. Car- 
loads of Wisconsin cabbages glut the Kansas market 
and they return to Baraboo and Mineral Point loaded 
with Kansas beets, thus knocking out the home mar- 
ket for the Badger State product. 

Again does not the merchant owe it to his custom- 
ers to furnish them solid cabbages rather than the in- 
ferior kind that don’t receive sufficient nourishment 
because they are raised on farms whose owners spend 
their time in preparing essays for agricultural societies 
rather than in carefully looking after their vegetables? 

There is a delicious naivete about Mr. Hatch’s “ar- 
gument” that “for every dollar you send away a like 
amount will come in from some other direction or 
source.” Its arrant absurdity is positively amusing. 

Because the Irish peasants sent away their millions 
to absentee landlords, were they reimbursed from 
some other source? Or did they find themselves in a 
poverty-stricken condition? To state Mr. Hatch’s as- 
sertion is to answer it. 


Mr. Hatch has our personal thanks for stating that 
the “hardware dealers’ association establishes the 
price.”” We had supposed fhat the Kansas Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association had been defunct for about 
two years, but are glad to have this error corrected. 
It is strange that Farmer Hatch should know all about 
their establishing a price when the officers of the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association and the 
editors of the different trade papers never knew there 
was a Kansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association in 
existence. 

However, this unfair and illogical assault on the 
commercial interests of a great state were not allowed 
to go unchallenged and Mr. Hatch received ali that 
was coming to him, as the phrase of the street has it. 








Ix-Gov. Glick, one of the brainiest men in Kansas, 
truly declared “there is only one honest, legitimate 
way of doing business, and that is to do business with 
your own people, and with the man who you know is 
not intentionally going to cheat you.” 


“Suppose that after we had learned all about the 
excellent horses our vice president has brought to this 
state for the improving of the horses of the country, and 
suppose that after he had offered them for sale, some man 
representing another institution off in New York or Ohio 
would get up and tell us we didn’t know our own business, 
and want us to pass by our neighbor and friend, the man who 
is building up our own state, and buy our horses from a man 
1,000 miles away: do you think many of us would believe that 
was the right policy or the right course to pursue? You can- 
not build up your state unless you have your small towns and 
small trading places—the places where men will go to buy 
your wheat and corn and home produce. Yet our friend 
Hatch tells us we must not buy at home; that we must take 
the chance of finding out whether we can get what we want 
from a mail-order house, and then pay the expenses of it and 
the express charges to our own home. Is that the way to 
build up Kansas? Is that the way to build up any state? Is 
that the way to secure prosperity for your own state? It cer- 
tainly is not. I do not believe in that policy. You might as 
well say you must drive every man out of Topeka and not 
have a business house here, nor a grocery store nora dry 
goods store nor a hardware store—and why? Because, it is 
asserted, you would be a great deal better off by dealing with 
some catalogue house a thousand miles away. When you 
think of it, it may be that it will come home to you. 

You cannot secure prosperity by destroying the prosperity 
of the towns around you, even the smallest of them. If you 
destroy their prosperity, your own prosperity goes with it. 
This business of building up a country and supporting it is a 
mutual matter. We must help each other. We must patron- 
ize each other and deal with each other, if we expect to suc- 
ceed. When we turn against our own people, when we patron- 
ize those whom we do not know, those whom we cannot hold 
responsible if anything happens, when we patronize those who 
unload worthless goods on us, we are working against our own 
state, our own friends, our own selves. 

If we want to build up our own state we must patronize 
our own towns and our own people. 

There is another business growing up that is part of this 
same system of the sharp and wealthy companies in the larger 
cities that are trying to smother out and sap and suck out all 
the extra dollars and dimes that can be gotten out of a com- 
munity. For instance, Mr. Rockefeller has started his wagons 
all over the country selling kerosene. He comes to the far- 
mer’s house, and the farmer thinks that.is excellent; he has 
come right there to the door with the oil. But did you ever 
reflect that when you patronize that kind of a concern you are 
helping to destroy the small dealer who has come into your 
neighborhood and is doing his best to accommodate you and 
assist you by keeping his store open, so you can buy the littie 
things you need during the week? -There are others traveling 
around the country selling coffee and tea and similar things. 
There is only one honest, legitimate way of doing business, and 
that is to do business with your own people, and with the man 
who you know is not intentionally going to cheat you. He 
knows you are living in the neighborhood and he will treat 
you honestly and fairly. When I want anything I go to a 
Kansas house and buy it; I don’t go to Chicago or New 
York.” 


After Mr. Glick, A. W. Smith made a few remarks 
that must have jarred Mr. Hatch’s self-complacency. 
He pointed out that if Oskaloosa, Kan., were as large 
as Chicago, land in its vicinity would be worth ten 
times as much as at present. His remarks: were as 
follows: 

“I wish to emphasize the remarks made by Governor 
Glick. It affords me great pleasure to indorse every 
word that he uitered. There is one question about the princi- 
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ple of buying and selling at home that I want to mention 
Catalogues of pure-bred cattle and horses are not sent from 
Philadelphia, but, instead, catalogues of ladies’ wear and all 
other wares for us to buy, which can be had just as cheaply 
and just as good right here in Kansas. I believe in patronizing 
our home people. I believe in building up Kansas and in en- 
couraging retail dealers in all of the towns of our state. A 
friend of mine has a farm over here in Jefferson county, close 
to Oskaloosa. It would be worth ten times as much as it is 
to-day if Oskaloosa were a Kansas City or a Chicago. The 
bigger the towns in our state, the better markets we have for 
the products of the farm. The way to build up these farms 
is to have industries in the towns and employment for men 
and women who are engaged in other pursuits of life than 
agriculture.” 


W. O. Elliott is a sensible Kansas farmer who be- 
lieves in building up the state. He took a little turn 
at the now pretty well wilted Hatch and tuld how reci- 
procity with adjacent dealers enabled him to build a 
$2,500 barn with the earnings of a single year. Mr. 
Elliott spoke as follows: 


“I am a farmer, and as such I produce various 
crops. We live within three or four miles of a thriving 
town. Twenty-odd years ago I was fortunate in having 
a crop of something like 900 or 1,000 bushels of seedling 
peaches—not very large. My neighbors, for some _ reason, 
hadn’t any. I sold that crop of peaches for two dollars a bushel 
to a local dealer. Out of the proceeds of that, with a little 
other money I had, I built a $2,500 barn in the western part of 
this state. That crop of peaches gave me the courage to in- 
vest the money that way, and from that time to this I have 
sold thousands of dollars’ worth of peaches, apples, potatoes 
and all kinds of vegetables to the local dealers of my town. 
I have helped them, and they have helped me. It is a mutual 
help, which is the correct policy. The policy of buying away 
from home and outside of the state is wrong. If I had been 
practicing that, do you suppose those dealers would buy my 
produce? No, indeed. They would shake their heads when I 
would offer it to them. It is a mutual arrangement, and con- 
venient for both sides. We must build up and help each 
other, if we would succeed. We must build the towns, and 
they, in turn, will help build the country.” 


Mr. Hatch must have been praying for adjournment 
by this time, but Miss Meta Chestnut had a few things 
to say that addled that “Hatch” so badiy that there 
probably will be no more anti-retailer spoutings at 
Kansas agricultural meetings. Miss Chestnut lived 
for thirteen years in a neighborhood where there were 
no parasitic retailers sponging on the hard-worked 
farmer. All business was done with mail order houses 
because there was no one else to do it with, and the 
people were very glad to welcome the “small dealer.” 
Her remarks were as follows: 

“I am especially interested in this meeting. I am 
from the Indian Territory, where we have been pat- 
ronizing mail order houses. We had to. Our country 
did not develop under those circumstances, however. It was a 
barren spot on the face of the earth. But now, since we have 
small dealers throughout that country, it is developing wonder- 
fully. I am glad to have an opportunity to hear the views of 
farmers on this very important question. For thirteen years I 
have observed the results of mail-order business, and it has 
done absolutely nothing for the upbuilding or developing of 
the Indian Territory, so far as I have been able to learn. 
I do know that within three years’ time the establishment of 
little towns here and there, perhaps seven or eight miles apart, 
with a small dealer or two, has developed our country wonder- 
fully. We get more for our produce, our country is a more 
inhabitable place, and is grander and nobler than it was. Its 
population has quadrupled in three years’ time, and we expect 
further increase. I notice among the farmers that there 
seems to be a disposition to want to get the most for the least 
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money. That may be all right; but what about your work? 
What are you going to do with your wage-earners? If you 
tlecrease the value of your goods you will cut down your 
wages. The man with five dollars in his pocket who has to 
pay five dollars for a thing is a happier man than the man 
who has to pay fifty cents and hasn't got the fifty cents. I 


believe in high wages and high goods. I have been in the In- 
dian Territory trying to build up an industrial institution, and 
[ am glad of all these ideas, for I think I will profit by them. 
[ am not a dealer, however.” 


Certain natures endeavor to justify themselves for 
the wrongs inflicted on their fellow-men by tirades 
against their victims. The farmer who expects the 
local merchant to carry him through the summer and 
then buys his steel range and other supplies from the 
catalogue house for cash, even in many cases letting 
a part of his local accounts run over till next year, feels 
in his small soul that he must at least manufacture a 
grievance against his home merchants. Consequently 
he triumphantly relates how the local grocer actually 
provided his patrons with good vegetables secured in 
some other locality rather than the inferior local prod- 
uct and uses this as an “argument” for not patroniz- 
ing the local tailor, hardware dealer, or shoe man, save 
for a few paltry repairs, or—always excepting of 
course times when currency is low or crops are few, 
and he is in need of credit which his catalogue honse 
friends are unwilling to grant. 





Happily the formation of mercantile associations 
and the endeavors of mterchants to show to farmers 
the unification of their interests are bearing excellent 
fruit. Then, too, retail dealers are awakening to the 
fact that they must be more aggressive in their fight 
against catalogue houses and by means of circulars 
and advertisements convince their respective constit- 
uencies. that their prices on many articles are lower 
than those of the catalogue houses; that freight must 
always be considered; that an article whose durability 
and quality is guaranteed ; which can be personally in- 
spected and its points personally explained; for which 
repairs if needed can be quickly secured; and whose 
operation can be personally taught, is a better pur- 
chase in every way than one blindly ordered from a 
distant city, the purchaser being guided only by a cut 
which is, as a rule, a gross exaggeration and a techni- 
cal description which generally misleads in cases 
where the reader has no expert knowledge of the 
article. 








IN THE last six years the iron ore output of the 
United States has doubled. The quantity of iron ore 
produced in 1902 aggregated 35,554,135 long tons, 
valued at $65,412,950, an increase of 23 per cent, over 
the production of 1901 and of 103 per cent over that of 
1897. Ore was produced in 1902 in twenty-three 
states and two territories. Minnesota produced 15,- 
137,650 tons, heading the list, while Michigan, with 
11,135,215 tons, stood second. Alabama, with a ton- 
nage of 3,574,474, was the only other state to pass the 
million-ton mark. John Birkinbine, who has been col- 
lecting ore statistics for the United States Geological 
Servey, finds that, in spite of fluctuations in the iron 
and steel industry, there has been a general advance 
in the production of iron ore.

STEAM HEAT AND PNEUMONIA. 


Herewith are given an editorial in the Chicago 
Chronicle of March 28 and a reply to same appearing 
in the March 31st issue of the same paper: 


STEAM HEAT AND PNEUMONIA. 

“Most people who have 
given the subject any atten- 
tion are likely to agree with 
Dr. W. T. Johnston of New 
York, who asserted, at a 
meeting of a medical society 
recently, that steam heat is 
the underlying cause of the 
pneumonia epidemic which 
has scourged the metropolis 
this winter. Most people, too, 
will agree that the statement 
is as true of Chicago as it is 
of New York. 

Steam heat is superheat of 
excessive dryness. It is heat 
unaccompanied with a _ re- 
newal of the air in the apart- 
ment heated. It produces an 
irritation of the respiratory 
tract, induces perspiration 
and otherwise places the in- 
dividual in an absolutely re- 
ceptive condition for the 
lodgment of pneumonia 
germs. 

It is to be noted that pneu- 
monia claims few victims 
among women. An explana- 
tion of this fact has been 
sought in the theory that 
women are less exposed than 
men to the inclemency of the 
weather. Undoubtedly their 
immunity may partly be ac- 
counted for in this way. 

But a more sufficient rea- 
son is seen im the fact that 
women do not put in their. 
time in steam-heated offices 
—at least, the number of of- 
fice women is relatively 
small. Most women pass the 
day in houses heated by fur- 
naces, or, if they do live in 
steam-heated flats, they 
are not “in and out” like 
business men, encountering 
severe changes of tempera- 
ture a dozen times a day. 

Something, of course, 
could be done to mitigate the 
evils of steam heat by proper 
ventilation, but if any sys- 
tem of satisfactory ventila- 
tion has been devised it has 
not been generally adopted. 
The average steam-heated 
room is merely a super-heat- 
ed box in which the occu- 
pants breathe the same air 
over and over again. 

So long as this is true the 
indictment of steam heat as 
a pneumonia breeder _ will 
continue in force and effect.” 








STEAM HEAT AND PNEUMONIA. 

“IT have read with interest 
an editorial appearing in a 
recent issue of the Chronicle 
in which you make the 
charge that “steam heat 
places the individual in an 
absolutely receptive condition 
for the lodgment of pneumo- 
nia germs.” 

I hardly think that this 
supposition will be borne out 
by the facts in the case—Dr. 
W. T. Johnston of New York 
and the Chroni¢le to the con- 
trary. I believe the fact that 
pneumonia claims few vic- 
tims among women is as 
much of an argument against 
the proposition of Dr. John- 
ston as in its favor, for a 
large number of women cer- 
tainly pass the greater part 
of the time in steam-heated 
flats. 

I would also call your at- 
tention to the fact that pneu- 
monia is more prevalent in 
the poorer sections of the 
city, where insufficient cloth- 
ing is worn and where cheap- 
er forms of heat are almost 
universal, than it is in such 
residence wards as the twen- 
ty-fifth, sixth or seventh, 
where the majority of the 
population unquestionably re- 
side in steam-heated flats. 

I cordially agree with you 
that it is highly detrimental 
for the occupants of an 
apartment to breathe the 
same air over and over again 
and there is no question in 
my mind but that this is a 
frightful cause of _ this 
scourge. Ventilation I be- 
lieve is a necessity, whatever 
the method of heating em- 
ployed, and people who 
breathe poisonous air place 
themselves “in an absolutely 
receptive condition for the 
lodgment of pneumonia 
germs.” j 

In the interest of humanity 
I hope that the study of the 
cause of the pneumonia epi- 
demic will receive the closest 
attention from the leading 
lights in the medical profes- 
sion and the laity as well, but 
I think in the present in- 
stance a false scent is being 
followed, which will lead 
people away rather than to- 
ward the correct solution of 
the matter.”

The Henry & Scheible Co., Cleveland, O., are manu- 
facturers of the Moncrief furnace shown in the ac- 
companying cut.

pot is of heavy weight and 
nearly straight, making it 
impossible for ashes or coal 
to lodge on the sides. It is 
made in two equal sections. 
As the lower part of the 
pot is more or less filled 
with ashes and the upper 
part with live fuel, the up- 
per part expands to a great- 
er extent than the lower 
one, and by making the pot 
in two sections, with the 
cup joint in the center, the effect of the unequal con- 
traction and expansion on a solid pot, which is to crack 
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Moncrief Furnace. 
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it, is overcome. The Moncrief fire pot will not crack. 

The feed section or lower radiator rests upon the 
upper section of the fire pot in a deep cup joint. The 
feed door opening is larger, sufficiently so for the free 
admission of a large scoop shovel. The feed section 
and top radiator are so carefully modeled that the air 
to be warmed circulates easily and naturally over every 
part—a large part of the air passing almost directly 
over the center of the fire pot, the hottest portion of 
the furnace—where it is surrounded by heated sur- 
faces, the remainder passing between the casing and 
the outer surface of the return flue. The form of the 
castings is such that the air while becoming warmed 
is given such an impetus that it is forced through the 
conductor pipes to the rooms to be warmed, even 
under adverse circumstances. 

The radiator consists of a large combustion cham- 
ber resting on the lower radiator (or feed section) and 
is crowned with an all-cast top return flue, which com- 
pels the products of combustion to travel around both 
sides of the top before entering the smoke exit—re- 
taining the products of combustion within the casting 
walls for a sufficient length of time to extract the avail- 
able heat from them.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

In a recent issue of your publication you comment 
upon the action of a New York plasterers’ union for 
punishing a foreman for rushing the men. Your com- 
ment shows that you fortunately never worked under 
such a foreman. 

“Rushing” the men does not mean getting a day’s 
work out of them, but trying to get more than a day’s 
work for a day’s pay. 

I have worked under such foreman and have seen 
them go to a man who was working honestly and faith- 
fully with such expressions as these: 

“Gee whiz!” “Get a move on.” “Hustle up or we 
lose money on the job,” or “If you don’t get your 
work out with less time we will have to make other 
arrangements,” and all this time the man is doing a 
good day’s work. These “rush” foremen soon find 
how much a man will stand of that kind of treatment 
and is careful not to go beyond that, for fear of the 
man quitting or retaliate. 

These “rush” foremen take the place of Simon Le- 
gree. You might ask why a man so used doesn’t quit? 
Perhaps work is scarce or it is a steady job near his 
home, or other reasons. I went in a shop in St. Paul, 
Minr., which employed three men and as many boys. 
In the center of the shop was a small stool and table 
at which the man in charge sat when not rushing some- 
one. Having known him for years I asked why he 
did it? His reply was that if he wasn’t after the men 
with a sharp stick the shop wouldn’t pay. 
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In a shop in Chicago I saw about the same. The 
foreman was continually rushing the men, apparently 
never satisfied and continually giving the workmen 
to understand so, even when they were doing good 
work and plenty of it. You will see from this that 
there is another side to the question which you prob- 
ably overlooked. There are some men who must be 
“rushed” to earn their wages, but they soon get fired 
and make room for honest workers whom an honest 
employer need not rush. But there are others whose 
greed and avarice causes them to employ these straw 
bosses, not to see that they earn a day’s pay with a 
day’s work, but that they do more than a day’s work 
for a day’s pay and less pay if they could get it.

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THE TIN PLATE SCALE. 





April 15th the long drawn out contest between the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers and the representatives of the manufactur- 
ers over a reduction in tin plates and sheets’ was end- 
ed by a settlement which gave the manufacturers sub- 
stantially the original demand, with enough conces- 
sions to the men to furnish some recompense for the 
time and trouble involved in the negotiations. 

There was a reduction of 10 per cent in sheet wages 
effective January Ist last from the scale as signed last 
summer to June 30th next. In all the negotiations as 
to percentages, etc., the basis was the original scale, 
disregarding the intervening reduction. On this basis 
the reduction is 18 per cent on both sheets and tin 
plates, with the exception that screw boys in tin mills 
are reduced only 5 per cent. The “day men” in sheet 
mills were not reduced. They are called “day men” 
because their pay is not directly on a tonnage basis, 
but they are skilled men just the same as their broth- 
ers in the tin mills, who happen all to be paid directly 
on a tonnage basis. 

The tin plate reduction amounts to about Io cents 
a box on 100 and 108 Ib. plates, slightly more on 
heavier plates, and slightly less on lighter plates. On 
sheets the additional reduction amounts to roughly 5 
cents a hundred pounds. 

The base of the tin plate scale is reduced from $4.20 
on 100 Ib. plates to $3.40. This is a concession to the 
men, as putting it down to this point means there is 
a chance for advanced wages as soon as the market 
goes up. Every 10 cents a box means 2 per cent ad- 
vance in wages. 

In sheets the base of the scale was reduced to 2.30c. 
It was 3c in the old scale, and 2.50c in the scale as 
revised January 1st. This does not indicate much 
possibility of an advance, however, as it is the average 
of 26, 27 and 28 gauge, and 2.30c is hardly the mar- 
ket now even on 28 gauge.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The situation has not changed to any great extent, 
but conditions are such as to please both buyer and 
seller; the former in that prices are not fluctuating 
very much, and the latter in that there is good prospect 
for a level market for some time. No large sales are 
reported, but there is a steady demand, early delivery 
for small lots, which seems to indicate a conservative 
spirit.

Specifications 
are being sent in for full installments on their contracts 
and there seems to be no reason for predicting any 
diminution in the demand for the next three or four 
weeks. Bar iron is weaker, and except in the case of 
carload lots and less, which are sold on the basis of 
1.50c Chicago, the market may be said to be at 1.45¢. 
Hoops are quiet. Demand from warehouse stocks is 
good and jobbers are very sanguine as to the outlook. 
We continue to quote on carload lots, mill shipments, 
Chicago delivery: Bar iron, 1.45¢ to 1.50c, full ex- 
tras; soft steel bars, 1.51¥%4c half extras; with 5c to 
10c per 100 Ibs. extra for less than a carload lot and 
with the regular extras for less than a ton of a size;
